The mechanical work of packintr ap- 


pears to be very simple to tlie, ordinary 
observer, bnt it requiivs considerable 
judgment mid skill to be a good packer. 
The London Savers, by which are meant 
the largiMl bunches of tlm larye?t raisin's 
are lifted carefully out of the sweat boxes 
and placed in a ?hall->w box with a slid- 
ing bottom, called a form. 
Upoii 


layers is put a block of wood of a 
that fits Hiuisly inside of the form, 
this block is sharply pressed by font 
power in a wooden machine made tor 
that purpose. Thc pressed layer is then 
t-lid into the i-;-.i?tn-iiox, the largest size 
holding twentv pounds. 


The raisins that break ofT in tlm 


handling are placed hi a machine called 
astemtner (a l''rc?no invention). The 
stcmmer is a series of revolving sieves of 
different sizes, and sill stems are broken 
Oil'and the raisins polished and cleaned 
of dust or sand or fuzz and automatically 
sorted into four diilerent size?, each ^ize 
bein^ received in a aeuaratu box. They 
are then packed in Iwxes labeled "Ioo=c 
Sluscatels."

This willsavfiahwK.* expense for boxes 
and labels as well ns for labor, and loose 
raisins keep uu well in sacks as in boxes. 


The California Raisin and Fruit Coin- 


pan v's house waa visited next. Two 
hun'dred bands are employed, and the 
output iw from fifteen to twenty earloails 
n. week. Special tables have been made 
for the girls and women employed here, 
to save them from the fatigue of stand- 
ing all day and stooping over flat tables.

MINERAL LANDS. 


An Opinion That Will Interest Many 


Settlers. 


The state Supreme Court, recently ren- 


dered an opinion that will be interesting 
to settlers on government lands. It is 
the case of Richards and others against 
Dower and others. Tlie Court held : 


That an essential element of a gold 


mine is that there should be a natural 
deposit of rock or earth containing suf- 
ficient quantity of gold to admit of profit- 
able working. 
That even though lauds are known to 


contain precious metals, if they are in 
quantities too small to justify an attempt 
to extract them, they are not property 
called mineral lauds. 


That a mine is not reserved in grants 


made under United States patent laws, 
unless it ia not only known, but known 
to be valuable at the date of the patent 
or discovered to be so before ths occupa- 
tion or improvement uf the lots contain- 
ing them for residences or business under 
the town-site law. 


That il does not follow from the fact 


that a ledgo was once profitably worked,
